financial panic to a panic in a the­ 
ater, caused by sudden fear and a 
rush for insufficient exits. 
A busi­ 
ness panic occurs when, through fear, 
depositors all rush to get their money 
out of the banks at the same time. 
Banks normally have ready to pay 
out about twenty per cent of their 
deposits on any day, and can live 
only by lending the rem ainder *at 
interest. They formerly had to meet 
a panic.demand by selling notes and 
securities on a falling and disorgan­ 
ized market. If they failed in this 
they went down, dragging with them 
business houses dependent on their 
banking facilities. 
The 
federal reserve system pre­ 
vents a panic by providing a market 
for notes and 
securities 
held by 
banks, to which they ran go when 
depositors make an unusual demand 
for money. Being able to raise the 
money immediately and without loss

The fear of depositors that 
they cannot get their money is thus 
removed and the cause of panics de­ 
stroyed. 
Having 
the gold

government and of all the national 
and other member banks in its care 
and limiting issue of notes to trans­ 
actions in sale of commodities, the 
federal reserve banks are always able 
to meet such demands.

MOUNTAINS, CAUSE OF 
EARTHQUAKE SHOCKS 


BERKELEY, Feb. I —The moun­ 
tains of the coast range moving slow­ 
ly northward causing enormous earth 
strain 
and 
producing rebounds, in 
one 
of 
which 
Mount 
Tamalpais 
jumped 6.6 feet, according to Prof. 
A. C. Lawson of the University of 
California in a geological bulletin 
made public today. 
Tamalpais 
moved 
northward 
IO 
feet between the years 1854 and 1906, 
and then hopped back 6.6 in 1906 at 
the time of the San Andreas slip 
which caused the great earthquake 
of that year, Prof. Lawson asserted. 
Mount Hamilton, near San Jose, he 
said, moved northward at tho rate 
of four feet a year from 1893 to 1903, 
but after a sudden shift that year 
continued at the rate of 2.2 feet. 
Ukiah, according to the geologist, 
traveled northward from 1900 to 1917 
at the rate of one foot a year, and 
since it is not on the San Andreas 
fault on which the, great slip of 1906 
occurred, the town has held this 
gain.
